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THE  free  wards  and  clinics  of  this  institution  are  main- 
tained for  the  examination  and  treatment  of  the  poor 
afflicted  with  diseases  of  the  skin  and  cancer,  and  are 
open  to  all  who  are  unable  to  pay  for  necessary  medical  atten- 
tion. Although  the  treatment  is  intended  primarily  for  the  poor 
of  New  York  City,  many  patients  are  admitted  from  other 
localities. 

Applicants  whose  appearance  would  indicate  good  circum- 
stances are  refused  free  treatment,  unless  they  satisfy  the  Super- 
intendent that  they  are  unable  to  obtain  adequate  medical 
advice  outside.  This  charity  should  not  be  abused  by  physicians 
sending  patients  for  consultation  who  are  able  to  pay  for  the 
service  they  require. 

The  Hospital  is  devoted  to  the  public  welfare,  and  looks  to  its  friends 
for  voluntary  contributions  toward  its  support. 

Contributions  large  and  small  will  enable  the  Hospital  to 
carry  on  its  humane  work  and  are  therefore  earnestly  solicited. 
They  may  be  addressed  at  the  Hospital  to  the  Treasurer,  Mr. 
Harris  A.  Dunn,  who  will  acknowledge  their  receipt,  or  may 
be  left  with  the  Superintendent. 
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HISTORICAL  NOTE 


THIS  Hospital  came  into  existence  nearly  a  half-century 
ago  in  response  to  a  very  definite  and  pressing  need.  Gen- 
eral hospitals  were  unwilling  to  take  patients  suffering 
from  eczema,  psoriasis,  and  various  disfiguring  diseases  of  the 
skin.  Objection  on  the  part  of  those  in  the  wards,  the  scarcity 
of  trained  nurses  in  those  pioneer  days  of  modern  hospitaliza- 
tion, and  other  factors  more  or  less  forced  this  decision  on  the 
part  of  the  general  hospital. 

If  this  was  true  of  skin  diseases  it  was  particularly  the  case 
with  cancer. 

An  initial  donation  of  $1,000  made  it  possible  for  a  public- 
spirited  group  of  doctors  and  laymen  to  rent  a  small  building  in 
34th  Street  for  the  treatment  of  skin  diseases. 

Subsequently  several  frame  buildings  were  erected  on 
Fordham  Heights  at  a  cost  of  $5,000  each  and  the  34th  Street 
building  was  converted  into  an  admission  and  clinic  building. 
The  generous  action  of  friends  had  thus  made  it  possible  to 
care  for  cancer  as  well  as  skin  diseases. 

As  the  work  of  the  Hospital  grew  and  the  site  was  found  to 
be  too  remote  and  the  accommodations  quite  inadequate,  the 
present  site  at  the  corner  of  Second  Avenue  and  Nineteenth 
Street  was  secured  and  a  building  erected.  This  was  in  1898.  In 
1899  the  Hospital  was  licensed  by  the  State  Board  of  Charities. 

The  acquisition  of  adjoining  buildings  unsuited  to  the  pur- 
poses of  a  modern  hospital  but  offering  the  best  available  make- 
shift arrangement  has  barely  tided  the  Hospital  over  a  period  of 
marked  expansion.  The  first  need  today  is  a  new  building  to 
enable  the  institution  to  carry  on  its  work  in  a  satisfactory 
manner  and  continue  to  bring  relief  to  the  sick  poor. 
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PRESIDENT'S  MESSAGE 


TO  GIVE  a  vast  human  community  like  New  York  City 
an  institution  devoted  to  the  study  of  the  still  uncon- 
trolled scourge  of  cancer  as  well  as  the  allied  diseases 
of  the  skin  and  maintained  for  the  non-sectarian  relief  of 
the  sick,  in  particular  those  who  have  the  added  misfortune 
of  financial  distress,  is  a  doubly  worthy  contribution  when 
it  is  made  in  the  face  of  serious  limitations  of  building 
accommodations  and  equipment.  Whoever  studies  the 
history  of  the  New  York  Skin  and  Cancer  Hospital  since 
its  unheralded  beginnings  in  iSSt  can  have  nothing  but  the 
greatest  respect  and  praise  for  those  who  as  members  of  the 
governing  and  the  medical  boards,  as  executives,  and  as 
friends  of  the  Hospital  volunteering  their  services  in  this 
high  cause  have  brought  the  institution  to  the  point  where 
its  cancer  surgery  is  widely  known  and  its  skin  clinic  is 
the  largest  in  the  world.  In  assuming  the  responsibility  of 
heading  the  New  York  Skin  and  Cancer  Hospital  I  want 
first  to  pay  my  respects  to  the  pioneers  and  to  the  men  and 
women  who  have  gone  forward  in  spite  of  discouraging 
conditions. 

The  Hospital  to-day  has  the  priceless  possession  of  a 
good  name.  It  is  deeply  rooted  in  the  soil  of  service.  Its 
possibilities  for  serving  the  intimately  related  causes  of 
science  and  humanity  as  your  new  president  sees  them  are 
without  limit.  I  can  conceive  of  no  more  gratifying  realiza- 
tion than  that  of  looking  back  in  future  years  to  having 
added  to  the  extent  and  usefulness  of  this  great  and  endur- 
ing service. 

We  must  build  a  new  house.  We  must  put  into  the  hands 
of  our  doctors  better  tools  for  their  work,  and  for  all  who 
labor  in  our  Hospital  we  must  provide  working  conditions 
that  will  help  to  improve  the  results  of  that  labor.  In  a 
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metropolitan  center  possessed  of  a  great  heart  and  a  wise 
mind  it  is  my  confident  belief  that  funds  to  enable  us  to 
build  and  equip  a  new  hospital  plant  will  be  speedily 
forthcoming  directly  we  have  made  public  carefully 
developed  plans  as  to  location,  type  of  building,  and  medi- 
cal program. 

As  a  first  step  in  this  direction  a  survey  committee  con- 
sisting of  Mr.  Philip  Le  Boutillier  as  chairman  and  Messrs. 
Edmund  Dwight  and  Charles  C.  Paulding  has  brought  us 
in  a  report  which  has  to  an  unusual  degree  the  merits  of 
thoroughness  and  impartiality.  As  this  annual  report  of 
the  Hospital  goes  to  the  printer  the  Board  of  Governors, 
working  in  close  alliance  with  the  Medical  Board,  have 
under  the  most  careful  consideration  the  important  initial 
question  as  to  where  the  new  Skin  and  Cancer  Hospital 
can  locate  to  the  best  advantage. 

This  is  a  moment  for  deeds  rather  than  words.  The 
existing  need  for  the  work  which  this  Hospital  is  in  such  an 
admirable  position  to  perform  is  all  too  obvious.  At  some 
future  time  I  shall  want  to  go  more  into  the  details  of  the 
whole  project  than  I  can  do  at  this  time  and  in  this  place. 
I  do,  however,  wish  now  to  assure  those  whose  generous 
support  in  the  past  has  been  more  helpful  than  they  per- 
haps can  ever  know,  that  in  bringing  about  a  reorganiza- 
tion of  the  New  York  Skin  and  Cancer  Hospital  and  plan- 
ning a  future  beyond  anything  the  founders  ever  dreamed, 
we  are  counting  as  never  before  on  the  spirited  and  well- 
informed  interest  and  the  financial  contributions  of  our 
many  old  friends  and  of  an  additional  host  of  new  friends 
whom  they  will  help  us  to  win.  Only  in  this  way  can  we 
hope  to  make  the  Skin  and  Cancer  Hospital  one  of  the 
truly  great  institutions  of  our  time.

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REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  BOARD 


DURING  the  year  1917  the  New  York  Skin  and  Cancer  Hospital 
was  again  obliged  to  meet  increased  demands  upon  its  seriously 
limited  facilities.  In  all  departments,  with  the  exception  of  the 
wards  in  both  the  surgical  and  the  dermatological  departments,  the 
number  of  patients  admitted  has  shown  the  same  rate  of  increase  for  the 
year  as  in  immediately  previous  years. 

There  has  been  no  radical  change  in  the  hospital  activities. 
The  following  brief  review  shows  the  work  done  by  the  various 
divisions  of  the  medical  and  surgical  staffs. 

Surgical  Department 

It  is  still  the  belief  of  the  surgical  staff  that  early,  radical  surgery 
offers  the  best  chance  for  recover)'  to  those  unfortunates  suffering  with 
cancer.  Radium  and  X-ray  therapy  are  of  value  in  selected  cases  but  can 
not  take  the  place  of  surgical  treatment. 

The  following  figures  are  significant:  766  patients  were  admitted  to 
the  surgical  wards.  681  operations  were  done  on  these  patients.  2.,388 
new  patients  were  admitted  to  the  out-patient  clinic,  3,741  revisits  were 
made  by  old  patients,  making  a  total  of  6,12.9  consultations.  447  opera- 
tions were  done  in  the  clinic  making  a  total  of  1,1 2.8  operations  in  this 
department. 

The  monthly  conferences  of  the  surgical  and  house  staffs  have  been 
held  regularly  and  have  continued  to  be  of  great  value.  The  follow-up 
on  the  first  Sunday  of  each  month  has  proven  of  interest  and  importance 
to  both  patients  and  surgeons.  The  attendance  at  this  clinic  for  the 
year  was  660. 

Lack  of  accommodation  still  prohibits  the  admission  of  patients 
requiring  a  prolonged  stay  in  the  hospital. 

Dermatological  Department 

In  the  Dermatological  Department  2.94  patients  suffering  with  skin 
diseases  were  admitted  to  the  beds  of  the  hospital.  The  total  number  of 
hospital  days  was  8,051,  making  an  average  of  2.8.37  days  per  patient. 

In  the  out-patient  24*356  new  patients  were  admitted  for  treatment, 
an  increase  of  1,32.1  patients  over  last  year,  or  an  increase  of  10.2.8%. 
The  number  of  revisits  made  by  old  patients  was  64,190,  an  increase  of 


11,384  or  of  13.9%  over  1916.  The  total  consultations  in  this  depart- 
ment were  88,546,  which  was  an  increase  of  14,695  or  of  more  than 
50  consultations  for  each  clinic  day. 

Intensive  research  study  of  the  commoner  diseases  of  the  skin  is 
being  continued.  In  the  research  clinic  held  Monday,  Wednesday  and 
Friday  from  one  until  four  P.M.  the  average  attendance  has  reached 
the  very  large  number  of  100  patients  each  day  this  clinic  is  open.  An 
average  of  150  specimens  of  blood  are  taken  from  these  patients  each 
week  for  chemical  analysis.  During  1917  the  number  of  specimens  of 
blood  taken  was  6,319,  and  10,680  analyses  were  made  on  these  speci- 
mens. This  clinic  and  the  chemical  laboratory  will  be  located  in  the 
building  opposite  the  hospital;  the  acquisition  of  this  property  will 
relieve  the  crowded  conditions  which  have  interfered  so  materially 
with  this  work  in  the  present  out-patient  department.  Research  work 
will  be  extended  to  other  diseases  than  those  studied  now  and  other 
lines  of  investigation  will  be  undertaken.  This  research  work  is  under 
the  direction  of  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Chemo-therapeutics. 
The  social  service  department  has  rendered  invaluable  aid  in  investigat- 
ing home  conditions  of  many  patients  of  this  clinic,  in  looking  up 
delinquent  patients,  interviewing  them,  writing  letters,  and  in  provid- 
ing free  treatment  for  many  who  are  unable  to  pay.  The  following 
summary  gives  some  idea  of  its  activities;  patients  interviewed  13,031, 
home  visits  190,  letters  written  1,184. 

Department  of  Syphilis  and  Urological  Department 

These  departments  derive  their  patients  largely  by  reference  from 
other  departments  of  the  hospital  and  dispensary. 

The  department  of  syphilis  makes  an  effort  to  bring  in  other  members 
of  the  families  of  its  patients  for  examination  and,  when  necessary, 
for  treatment.  By  this  means  many  cases  of  syphilis  are  discovered  and 
treatment  begun  before  the  patients  have  been  irreparably  damaged. 
This  work  is  considered  to  be  one  of  the  chief  functions  of  a  syphilis 
clinic.  The  work  along  this  line  is  greatly  hampered  by  lack  of  ade- 
quate social  service  control.  The  follow-up  of  patients  under  treatment 
is  also  remiss  for  the  same  reason. 

The  Sanitary  Code  of  the  City  of  New  York  requires  that  all  syphilis 
clinics  maintain  an  adequate  follow-up  system  and  has  the  power  to 
abolish  any  clinic  not  conforming  to  the  standard. 

The  total  attendance  in  the  Department  for  Syphilis  for  the  year  1917 
was  14,018.  In  the  Urological  Department  it  was  9,130. 
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Department  of  Neuro-Syphilis 

The  purpose  of  this  department  is  to  identify  neuro-syphilis  in  its 
earliest  or  pre-symptomatic  phases.  To  accomplish  this  as  many  patients 
with  syphilis  as  time  and  facilities  permit  are  given  complete  neuro- 
logical examination  and  a  spinal  test  even  though  they  are  normal  as 
far  as  the  nervous  system  is  concerned. 

During  the  year  32.2.  patients  received  spinal  punctures  or  treatment. 
Of  the  131  different  patients  treated  92.  were  new  patients.  Of  this  92., 
twenty-one,  who  apparently  did  not  show  any  signs  of  nervous  syphilis, 
proved  positive. 

It  is  hoped  that  in  the  near  future  there  may  be  published  an  account 
of  method  of  spinal  punctures  and  treatment  which  can  be  given  with 
absolute  safety  as  a  clinic  procedure.  This  is  of  special  importance  in 
the  management  of  those  patients  with  nervous  syphilis  who  are 
unable  to  take  time  for  other  methods  of  treatment  because  of  their 
vocation. 

In  the  Department  of  Radium  and  Roentgenology  5,811  superficial 
X-ray  treatments,  591  filtered  X-ray  treatments  and  431  Radium  treat- 
ments were  given.  In  addition,  129  radioscopic  and  radiographic 
examinations  were  made.  The  total  number  of  consultations  in  this 
department  was  8,168  or  an  increase  of  470  consultations  over  1916.  This 
increase  shows  clearly  the  need  and  importance  of  this  department. 

The  reorganized  Dental  Department  has  been  of  great  value  to  the 
hospital.  The  amount  of  work  here  as  in  all  other  branches  of  the 
hospital  work  is  constantly  increasing.  There  were  1,484  new  patients 
examined  and  1,016  old  patients  seen,  making  a  total  of  2., 500  consulta- 
tions as  compared  to  1,095  for  the  previous  year.  In  all,  4,689  dental 
Roentgenograms  were  made.  The  work  of  this  department  is  indis- 
pensable to  both  the  surgical  and  the  dermatological  branches. 

In  the  Nose  and  Throat  Department  there  were  917  consultations;  414 
new  and  503  old  patients  being  seen.  474  treatments  were  given.  A 
department  of  internal  medicine  is  urgently  needed  and  it  is  hoped 
that  this  can  be  organized  during  the  coming  year. 

With  the  advance  in  the  science  of  medicine,  it  is  clearly  apparent 
that  specialists  in  all  branches  of  medicine  should  be  attached  to  the 
medical  staff  of  the  hospital. 

The  Social  Service  Department  rendered  its  usual  efficient  aid.  The 
tabulated  report  of  its  activities  is  self  explanatory.  The  work  of  this 
department  is  badly  hampered  by  the  lack  of  workers,  especially  in  the 
department  of  syphilis. 


CLINICAL  SOCIETY 


The  Clinical  Society  of  the  New  York  Skin  and  Cancer  Hospital  was 
organized  February  17,  1910,  in  order  to  further  the  scientific  work  of 
the  hospital,  to  bring  the  members  into  closer  touch  with  the  work- 
ings of  all  departments,  and  to  promote  the  interchange  of  ideas  among 
the  members.  The  Society  has  grown  steadily  in  activity  and  usefulness. 

All  those  who  have  been  appointed  members  of  the  Medical  or 
Surgical  Staffs  of  the  Hospital  and  Allied  Departments  are  eligible  to 
membership.  Meetings  are  held  monthly,  except  during  the  summer 
months.  Members  of  the  medical  profession  and  invited  guests  are 
welcome  at  all  meetings. 

During  the  year  19x7,  nine  meetings  were  held,  which  were  well 
attended.  At  these  meetings  thirty-eight  patients  were  presented  as 
basis  of  discussions.

MINUTE  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  GOVERNORS  OF  THE 
NEW  YORK  SKIN  AND  CANCER  HOSPITAL 
ON  THE  DEATH  OF 

GEORGE  FORREST  BUTTERWORTH 

In  the  death  of  George  Forrest  Butterworth,  which 
occurred  in  this  city  on  March  13th,  192.8,  the  New  York 
Skin  and  Cancer  Hospital  has  lost  an  honored  member  of 
its  Board  of  Governors  and  a  valued  friend  and  sup- 
porter. Mr.  Butterworth  was  elected  to  the  Board  in 
1893,  and  became  a  member  of  the  Finance  Committee 
in  1898,  of  which  committee  he  was  later  made 
chairman. 

It  would  be  difficult  to  form  a  just  and  adequate  esti- 
mate of  the  value  of  Mr.  Butterworth's  numerous  ser- 
vices to  the  hospital.  He  was  instant  in  season  and  out 
of  season  in  fulfilling  the  duties  of  his  official  positions 
and  was  a  wise  counsellor  and  a  true  friend  to  the 
hospital.  Perhaps  his  most  notable  service  in  this  con- 
nection was  in  the  drawing  of  wills  for  clients,  who 
made  the  hospital  beneficiary  to  the  extent  of  many 
thousands  of  dollars,  and  undoubtedly  he  made  many 
friends  for  the  hospital  as  yet  unknown. 

The  Board  of  Governors  of  the  New  York  Skin  and 
Cancer  Hospital  desires  to  record  its  sense  of  profound 
loss  in  the  death  of  its  fellow  member,  and  directs  the 
Secretary  to  enter  this  minute  upon  its  records  and  also 
to  transmit  an  engrossed  copy  of  it  to  the  members  of 
Mr.  Butterworth's  family,  with  expressions  of  sincere 
sympathy  for  them  in  the  great  sorrow  which  they  have 
suffered.

IN  an  annual  review  of  the  output  of  any  industry,  the  first  thought 
is,  naturally,  of  the  quantity  and  quality  of  the  product;  but  a 
corollary  thought  includes  the  machinery,  as  well,  by  which 
it  was  produced. 

It  is  a  pleasure  for  the  Linen  Group  to  report  that  the  needs  of  the 
Hospital  in  the  matter  of  linens  and  related  supplies  have  been  fully 
covered  during  the  year,  through  the  work  of  the  Group;  and  that  it 
has  been  possible  to  get  quality  befitting  the  importance  of  the  work  of 
the  Hospital.  Equally  pleasant,  however,  is  the  survey  of  the  machin- 
ery by  which  this  has  been  accomplished.  The  active  members  of  the 
Linen  Group,  by  their  work  and  contributions,  and  by  the  splendid 
spirit  that  animated  them,  have  lightened,  what  otherwise  would  have 
proven  a  heavy  burden.  And  the  loyal  support  of  the  numerous  friends, 
whose  contributions  have  made  possible  the  purchase  of  our  necessarily 
large  amount  of  material,  has  heartened  the  Linen  Group.  Our  thanks 
are  given  them,  with  the  deep  appreciation  of  what  their  help  has 
been,  and  has  meant. 

As  in  former  years,  the  Linen  Group  had  no  expenses  for  its  mainte- 
nance, all  the  necessary  incidental  expenses,  having  been  separately 
contributed  by  a  few  friends.

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 

i.  The  Out-Patient  Department  is  for  the  poor  only  and  is  open  from 
9  a.m.  to  4  p.m.  daily,  except  Sundays  and  holidays,  and  from  7  to  9  p.m. 
Monday  and  Thursday  for  venereal  diseases. 

i.  In  general,  patients  will  be  treated  in  the  order  of  their  appli- 
cation. 

3.  A  nominal  charge  is  made  for  each  prescription  filled,  and  for 
special  treatments. 

4.  Such  patients  as  the  attending  physicians  judge  suitable  may  be 
admitted  as  in-patients,  the  nominal  charge  in  the  ward  being  two 
dollars  and  a  half  a  day,  payable  weekly  in  advance. 

5 .  Patients  unable  to  pay  the  whole  or  part  of  the  cost  of  their  board 
will,  if  found  worthy  on  investigation,  be  cared  for  by  the  Executive 
Committee. 

6.  Private  patients  may  be  received  at  rates  proportionate  to  the 
accommodations  given. 

7.  While  in  the  Hospital,  patients  are  required  to  conform  strictly 
to  the  rules  of  the  institution. 

8.  Friends  of  patients  are  permitted  to  visit  them  from  2.  to  4  o'clock 
on  Tuesday,  Thursday,  Saturday,  and  Sunday.  Exceptions  to  this  rule 
may  be  made  in  serious  cases,  by  special  permission  from  the  Super- 
intendent. 

9.  All  patients  are  admitted  only  for  one  month,  but  are  eligible  for 
re-admission  on  the  recommendation  of  an  attending  physician  or 
surgeon.
